HOUSING: 

The  problem  of  housing  is  still  one  of  the  Authority's 
most  difficult  problems.  During  the  year,  the  Council  have 
completed  119  dwellings  - 107  houses  and  12  bungalows  - and 
although  more  rapid  progress  is  desirable,  it  is,  on  the  whole ; 
a satisfactory  achievement. 


The  problem  of  the  rent  controlled  cottage  is  still  present 
and  under  present  circumstances,  even  minor  repairs  can  prove  a 
costly  matter  for  the  owner.

No  cases  of  verminous  premises  were  found  during  the  year. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT  (AMENDMENT  ACT;  1907 ; 

During  the  year,  the  Council  adopted  Section  86  of  this  Act, 
which  requires  all  scrap  metal  and  marine  store  dealers  to  register 
with  the  Local  Authority,  14  persons  were  registered. 

Three  persons  were  successfully  prosecuted  for  failing  to 
register  with  the  Authority. 

SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLIES : 


The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  at  the  Government 
Controlled  Slaughter  House  at  Arlesey  has  again  increased 
during  the  year.

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE : 

The  sewage  disposal  works  at  Arlesey,  Stotfold  and  Potton  have 
again  been  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

The  problem  of  sewage  disposal  in  parishes  without  sewers  and 
disposal  works  is  a most  serious  one  and  many  ditches  are  still  grossly 
polluted.  Over  £350*  is  spent  annually  on  the  cleansing  of  the  ditches.
